CLEAN VERSION OF AMENDMENTS 
TO THE CLAIMS 

Rewrite claims 2, 6 and 8 as follows: 

2. The method as defined in claim 1, wherein said metal is nickel and the corrosion resisting 
material forming the component is chromium constituting between 48% and 52%of weight of the 
alloy as the high content thereof whereby said ductile alloy is boosted to said high strength by 
said casting, from a yield strength of less than 145 ksi. 
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
